The United’ States as a 
new nation of footloose people was temperamen-

MISINFORMED 
OBSTRUCTION. 


The opposition of business interests to the con- 
struction of grade separations at highly congested 
intersections is ill considered both from the stand- 
point of the economic welfare of those who feel 


protest entered against the proposed separation of 
the Clark-Diversey traffic by business representa- 
tives in that neighborhood was not without prece- 
dent.

The major por- 
tion of the appropriation for the project is to be 
applied to compensating the affected property own- 
ers. Whether this compensation is adequate we 
do not know, but if it is not the business interests

America ig not a land of skyscrap- 

ers, according to a study of American 
commercial buildings made recently 

for Walter W. Ahlschlager, 
architect who designed the seventy-five 
story Chicago Apparel mart, soon to 
be erectéd on Wacker drive east of 
Michigan avenue. 

The study shows that the average 
height of American office buildings is 
approximately twelve stories, and a 
twelve story building is not a sky- 
‘scraper in the. modern conception. 
New York and Chicago are the only 
two cities where the height in ex- 
dess of the national average; Thirty- 
two of the largest skyscrapegs in New 
York have an average of thirty-four 
Stories each, while in Chicago the 
average for the same number of build:

SHANGHAI, China, Nov. 11. — The 
Chinese government today signed a 
traffic agreement with the Radio Cor- 
poration of America. 

The agreement is for ten years, re- 
newable for fiveyyear periods there- 
after. The agreement binds both 
parties to transmit all messages re- 
ceived, the revenues to be divided 
equally. 

Chang Ching-kiang, minister of re- 
construction, who signed the agree- 
ment on behalf of the Chinese govern- 
ment, said: 

“The Chinese government signed 
the agreement with the R. C. A. as a 
means of regaining its sovereign rights 
over external communications. 

“ Since communication between the 
nations is becoming more intimate and 
the international struggle more severe 
China needs better news communica- 
tion as an aid in diplomatic affairs.

never contended that the resultant trade 
revival was caused by the election and 
would not have occurred without it. 
But Wall street loves the “post hoc” 
argument, and so does the outside 
public. 

The two or three days after last Tues- 
day's election results were announced 
appeared to present some conflicting 
points of view, however. During a con- 
siderable part of that period the course 
of the stock market indicated the elec- 
tion news had been the signal for sell- 
ing as well as buying. 


Sales Pressure the Heavier. 


On Thursday when stock exchange 
transactions overtopped 5 million shares 
for the second time in history, the pres- 
sure of sales was visibly heavier than 
the sustaining power of purchases. This 
could hardly have been ascribed to dis- 
appointment over the election news, 
after second. thought. It indicated 
rather that the holders of stocks who 
had sold in the week before election, 
even when the sales had to be made on 
a falling market, were following the 
Same program. If the election had 
made any difference in their attitude, it 
was apparently to increase their sales 
because of the overnight bidding up of 
prices after election day. The motive 
for their unquestionably heavy selling 
of last week may merely have been to 
secure an easy and substantial profit’on 
the preceding week's purchases and 
then await further results, or it, may 
have been a conscious or subconscicus 
biliéf that prices were unduly high. 

Pre-Vote Market Reproduced, 


Whatever the specific cause, the re- 
sult was a market which did not re- 
produce the uninterrupted ard 
movement which immediately followed 
the vote of November, 1924. It merely 
repeated on a somewhat larger scale 
the conflicting movement of the week 
before this year’s election day.
